THE BOOK AND TORCH CEREMONY 


The Book and Torch Ceremony, commemorating the 42nd anniversary of the 
Parsons-Sandison Living Memorial Fund, will be conducted by Mrs. Ione McConkey, 
Alumni Association president, and Douglas L. Holaday, president of the Senior Class. 


The Parsons-Sandison Living Memorial Fund was created to honor two great leaders 
in the school's history. The memorial was first proposed at the annual luncheon of 
the Indiana State Teachers College alumni at Indianapolis in October, 1925. The group 
decided to raise a fund of $25,000 from alumni for the purpose of honoring William 
Wood Parsons and Howard Sandison who had devoted the greater part of their lives 
to Indiana State. The goal was reached in a little more than a year and at this time 
exceeds $30,000. 


The Memorial has two forms . . . the chimes, now housed in the Tirey Memorial 
Union Building, and the Living Memorial Fund, which is used for the benefit of worthy 
students who need financial assistance in completing their college work. 


The Book and Torch Ceremony has traditionally been conducted twice yearly, on 
Founders Day, and during Commencement Week. The ceremony is held for the purpose 
of promoting and perpetuating the Memorial.
